THE SHORVAGE OF FARM 
LABOUR 

On all sides we hear there is a 
shortage of farm Jabour. Tene of 
thousands of our farm boys have 
enlisted in the Armed Forces and 
thousands of othera have gone to 
work in munition plants because of 
the urgent demand for men by these 
war industries, We hear, too, that 
the coal mines as well as the farme 
are short of workers and that there 
will be a shortage of coal needed to 
keep farm families warm this winter. 
But the production of food is per- 
haps the most important war indus- 
try of all, and yet Canada must go 
‘all out’’ todo her full share with 
other countries of the United States 
in providing men for the Armed 
Forces 


What is the remedy for this situ- 
ation? In the first place Canada 
might curtail her production of 
munitions andidraw on the United 
States more for these things, and 
then we should copy Britain's ex- 
ample and mobilize women to the 
fame extent as men, putting many 
more women at work in munition 
factories and at jobs which they can 
do os well as men, and £o release 
men to return to the farms If 
Britain can do all thie, so can we 
It is of little use having large well- 
armed and well-equipped forces if 
they are to be short of food
